in religious instruction, 

Says a Hammond newspaper: . 

“The committee believes that 
the success of the classes up to 
this time indicates that the par- 
ents and children want the pro- 
gram to continue. 

“The classes should run during 
most of the public school year or 
seven months. Half hour lessons 
should be given four days a week. 
Sixty teachers were employed to 
give the instruction to 1,900 ¢chil- 
dren. There was no charge made 
for the instruction. No denom- 
inational instruction was given, 
and all public school children 
were eligible, provided their par- 
ents requested in writing that the 
children be permitted to attend. 
With an enrollment of 2,000 chil- 
dren sixty teachers will be needed 
again this year. The cost of the

SURELY A POOR SHOWING. 
The dozen or more péople who have been. send- 
res out religious statistics during the past year may 
hot be liars, but they certainly have so g aggiled figures 
that the greatest genius could: not ale y harmonize 
them. Only afew weeks ago Protestant religious 
papers exulted over the findings of one Board, which 
represented tha at Po 000,000 jpeople belonged to the 
Protestant churches of the United States. 
Now come figures pubiished:by te Fiternatioriat 
Sunday School Covneil of Religious Education, which 
| Peckntly met in Kansas City. ° ey tell a ‘story which 
the Dayton News calls “startling.” The Sunday School 
Association reports that fou fifths of the young men 
of the country have little or no vital connection with 
the Church. It estimates the tctal number of youth 
under 25 years of age at 42,000,000; of these 27,000,- 
000, while nominally Protestant, are not enrolled in 
any Sunday School, and receive absolutely no reli- 
gious instruction ; that 8,000,000 under 10 years of age, 
or more than one-half of the total number in this 
untry, are growing UP in homes which have’ no 
fureh connection. ‘The report declares that two out 
‘of every three Protestant children under 25 years of 
‘age receive no form of religious instruction, The same 
report represents that three out of four. Catholic 
children under 25 years of age are also without reli- 
gious instruction. We wonder how the statisticians 
arrived at this conclusion since one-half of all the 
Catholic children in the United States of school age, 
or under 16, are receiving almost daily religious in- 
étruetion. While Catholic youths between 16 and 2 
are not actual members of a Sunday School, they at. 
tend Sunday Mass, and hear at least a sermon or ins 
“struction o a religious miave. When Catholics are 
through with schepl they are commonly through with 
Sunday. School,..while Protestant Sunday School 
classes are composed mainly of adults. 

The report of the Sunday Schoo! Association, is 
possibly correct in its estimate that only three out 
of every ten children in the United States under 25 
years of age receive religious education, ‘The Dayton 

éws, as quoted by Literary Digest, asks: “How long 
may a nation endure, seven out of ten of whose chil- 
dren and youth receive no systematic instruction in 
the religious and moral sanctions upon. which its 
democratic institutions rest?” We are prompted to 
ask: “How can the American people, in the face of 
this condition, encourage a campaig m for the destrue- 
tion of those schgols in which alone religion is taught 
to the youth of the land?’
